Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed on July 31, 2008 has been considered and entered in full. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claims have been considered and are 
persuasive; therefore all the rejections on the respective claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Reasons of Allowance: 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

The instant invention and the closest prior art (Chen, U.S. Patent No. 5,479,527) are 
directed to the compression of multimedia data. The instant invention further recites a step of 
encrypting the compressed DC and AC components using an encryption key after the step of 
entropy encoding of the AC and DC components and this step of encryption after entropy encoding 
but before Huffman encoding is not taught by the prior art of record, as recited in claim 1 . Chen 
further does not teach "encrypting the entropy encoded AC and Dc coefficients using a certain 
encryption key, w herein the certain encryption key is based on a Variable Length Code and Variable 
Length Integer of the entropy encoded AC and DC coefficients" as recited in claim 6. Therefore 
claims 1 and 6 are allowed. All other claims depending on claims 1 and 6 are allowable at least by 
dependency on claims 1 and 6.
